WASHINGTON — A callow col- 


lege instructor of 1905 by the name 
of Clarence Dykstra took a plunge 
into the ocean of political science 
and remained for a life-long swim.

As a miracle it 'has all the elements

Perhaps the highlight of the whole 
story is what the disciples said to 
one another as Jesus vanished out of 
their- sight: "Did not our hearts burn 
within us while He talked with us 
by the way, and while He opened 
to us the Scriptures?" 


What a wonderful experience that 


had' been! Here were two disciples 
in the depth of sadness. As the Com- 
panion drew near and asked them 
why they walked with such sadness, 
they expressed amazement that 
a 


stranger did not know of the dire 
events which had been happening in 
Jerusalem. 


'They .began-to tell of their'-great 


hope that Jesus of Nazareth 'whom 
they had followed should have re- 
deemed-Israel, and of. how their trust 
had been disappointed as He had 
been arrested and led away to cruci- 
fixion. It was then that this'new:Com- 
panion began to open to them the 
Scriptures, and to tell them how the 
prophets .had foretold these events. 


Would not the heart of every dis- 


ciple burn if he had had such a pri- 
vilage of'having the Christ Himself 
expound the glories of the Old .Testa- 
ment, from Moses all through the pro- 
phets, interpreting the meaning of the 
Scriptures and the hope of Israel, 
and presenting these things in relation 
to events in Jerusalem so that the 
tragedy became somehow 
overcast 


with glory and triumph and. the" hope 
of a new life for man and1 for the 
world?

Our lesson is but one chapter - in 


the resurrection story, but the whole 
story is full of the note of triumph 
of life over death, right over wrong, 
truth over 'error, love over violence;

LINCOLN, Neb. — The greatest U 


S. tree planting job of the sprinf 
is the setting out of an additiona 
35,000,000 trees in the prairie states 
shelterbelt. 


In six years approxixmately 200,- 


000,000 trees will have been plantet 
in this six-state project, Canada to 
Texas, to create a natural barrie 
against the strong winds, hot and colt 
that blow across the plains. 


The trees have been planted 
i 


strips which, if placed end to enc 
would reach 16,600 miles. They pro 
leet 27,930 farms.

a scratch on the surface of the tree 
planting' job the United States De 
parlnfient of Agriculture recommends 


At least 2,500,000,000 additional tree

utensils, Mrs. Ida A. Fenton, of the 
Universlly of Arkansas College1 of 
Agriculture, gives some points on.con- 
serving kitchen aluminum.

."Fortunately," says .the Extension 


economist in home management; "lim- 
iting the supply of aluminum that 
can be used in pots and pans works 
no great hardship on homemakers. 
For on the shelves of many stores is 
a good supply of aluminum .utensils 
already made up. And, in addition, 
there are utensils of a number of 
other satisfactory materials available." 


For top-of-lhe-stove cobkihg, there 


arc utensils of porcelain?enamelware; 
cast iron, and flame-proof glass. For 
oven cpoking, there are utensils of. all 
these materials and in addition, tin, 
earthenware, heat-proof glass, Russia 
iron, sheet steel. Glass cooking .uten- 
sils are fragile and less satisfactory 
for surface cooking lhan the ; others 
mentioned. 


"And as for aluminum utensils; al- 


ready in use in your kitchen, you can 
do your bit toward conservation by 
giving them good care day by day," 
Mrs. Fenton says. 


"Keep aluminum pots 
and pans 


clean and bright with steel wool and 
i fine, smooth scouring powder. Re- 
move discoloration on an aluminum 
lan by boiling it in water to which 
vinegar has been added.

"Nutritionally," says the Extension 


specialist in foods and nutrition, "the 
'enriched' flour 
differs 
from 
plain 


white flour in Us content of thiamin 
chloride (vitamin Bl), nictonic acid 
(pellagra-preventive factor), and iron. 
To be labeled 'enriched,' the flour 
has to come up to certain minimum 
standards for these three important 
food values. It may also have great- 
er amounts of calcium and riboflavin 
in it than does plain white flour. 


Standards 
for the vitamins and 


minerals that must be included in 
'enriched' flour have been recommend- 
ed by tlie Committee on Foods and 
Nutrition of the National Research 
Council—which is a cooperative or- 
ganization of the scientific men of 
this country. This commitlce has 
been working in an advisory capac- 
ity to the Administrator of Health 
and Welfare in the National Defense 
Program. 


"If you want to make your own 


enriched bread, buy 'enriched' flour 
and use it. And, if you use milk as 
the liquid, this adds calcium and 
riboflavin. Or, use whole-wheat flour. 
Whole-wheat flour is not being 'en- 
riched.' But whole-wheat flour made 
from good, sound wheat already ex- 
ceeds the minimum standards for at 
least two of the three required sub- 
stances that are being included in 
the new 'enriched' 
white 
flours. 


Since all the nutriants of the wheat 
are retained in the whole-wheat flour 
after milling, there is no reason {or 
enriching it," says Miss Loughead.

Farm Program 
in Pasture 


Terre-Rouge-Bod- 
caw District to 
Plant 2,500 Acres 
in Pasture 


Farmers Who rhave spent consider- 


able lime .and energy trying to gel 
•id of,Bermuda grass now are think- 
ng'up ways and means of spread- 
ng it more rapidly in connection with 
ho development of permanent pas- 
ures, according to Riley Lewallen, 
chairman of the board of supervisors. 


Farmers in the Terre Rouge-Bodcaw 


Soil''Conservation Dislricl will plant 
500 acres of once cultivated land 
to Bermuda grass this spring as a 
'irsl step in developing pastures, he 
idded. 


Bermuda grass, now accepted as the 


)ase .grass in permanent upland pas- 
tures, is simple and easy to plant, 
according to Mr. Lewallen. 


"The roots or stems are simply 


Iroppcd two or three feet apart in 
•ows the same distance apart as for 
ration 
or corn and covered with 


moist earth," Lewallen said. 


Two men, with one team and a 


turning plow, can plant about one 
acic per day 
if the ground has. 


already been prepared by flat break-i 
ing, according to Mr. Lewallen. Farm- 
LTJ. who have a riding cultivator or 
planter may easily rig it up and plant 
three to five acres per day using one 
team and two men on the planter. 


Farmers have learned that culti- 


vation of the socl the first year is 
necessary in securing a good spread 
over all the ground. 


"This.may be accomplished by cul- 


tivating the grass as for cotton or 
corn or by planting it with corn," 
."aid Mr. Lewallen. "By planting the 
.•4iaj-s with corn the farmer can ob- 
tain a crop to pay for cultivation 
and at the same time secure a much 
better stand of grass than would 
be the case if the land were not 
cultivated," he continued. 


Satisfactory results have also been 


obtained by planting the grass in 
alternate rows with Sudan and other 
crops that do not shade the ground 
completely, he stated. 


The second step in the development 


of pastures begins the second year 
with the addition of Hop clover, White 
Dutch clover, Lespedeza, Bur clover 
and Dallis grass as a supplement to 
the regular Bermuda grass base. 


The application of 100 Ibs. of 48 


per cent superphosphate, or its equiva- 
lent, after the pasture has been over- 
sedeed with the improved legumes and 
grasses, will greatly increase the re- 
turn from the pasture land. 


Another 
practice that will prove 


profitable is the application of some

Research on 
Farm Pastures 


Finds Animals 
Prefer Land With 
Superphosphate 


Hempstead county farmers who ap- 


plied superphosphate to pastures last 
year observed, generally, that animals 
preferred to gruxe on the areas on 
which the superphosphate was applied, 
according to Oliver L. Adams, county 
agent. 


These observations are backed up by 


results of research word, reports, M. 
W. Muldrow of the University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. 


Test plots at the College of Agri- 


culture, when fertilized with both 
lime and superphosphate, 
produced 


a greater abundance of grazing than 
plots fertilized with lime and nitrogen, 
Mr. Muldrow said. The early le- 
gumes, such as hop clover and white 
clover, were ready for grazing earlier, 
and there was u better coverage of 
these legumes on the phosphate-treat- 
ed plots. 


In Georgia research work revealed 


that mule colts on pasture plots on 
which superphosphate and lime had 
been applied made greater growth and 
gains in weight than mule cults on 
untreated pasture 
plots. 
On plots 


where only phosphate was applied 
colts made greater gains in weight 
than on pastures treated with both 
lime and superphosphate, but bone 
growth was not as great, body meas- 
urements revealed. 


More Arkansas farmers this year 


will have un opportunity to observe 
the growth of grass and legumes on 
pastures and meadows that have been 
treated with superphosphate and lime, 
and will be able to check the re- 
sponse of anunals pastured or fed 
from these treated areas. 


For growing animals, the Extension 


husbandman said, the mineral 


requirements can be more satisfactor- 
ily supplied through plants rich in 


of forage, 


"The third step, and one that is 


very important, in pasture develop- 
ment is management," according to 
Lewallen. "Declining world markets 
i'or cotton and the relatively good 
prices for both beef and dairy cat- 
tle make it a paying proposition for 
farmers to gel the maximum from 
their pastures. 'Practices that 
have 


proved their worth are mowing to 
control weeds, development of stock 
ponds where running water is not 
available, and controlled grazing by 
means of cross fencing," he con- 
tinued. 


Grazing studies on Bermuda and 


clover pasture were started at the 
University of Arkansas Fruit & Truck 
Branch Experiment Station,
